Crime  in  the  Computer  Age 

Rochester  Police  Join  NCIC  Network 


The  scenario  is  a  typical  day  in  the  life  of  a 
Rochester  policeman. 

A  speeding  motor  vehicle  is  pulled  over  on 
Route  105.  After  encountering  the  somewhat 
nervous  driver,  the  officer  returns  to  his  car  and  calls 
back  to  the  station  to  check  on  his  prior  record  after 
feeding  the  dispatcher  his  plate  number,  name  and 
registration. 

Seconds  later,  the  dispatcher  radios  back  to 
the  officer  that  the  driver  is  wanted  for  felony  and 
assault  with  a  dangerous  weapon  in  New  York.  The 
officer  is  able  to  call  for  backup  before  apprehending 
the  suspected  criminal,  thereby  ensuring  a  safe 
arrest. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  introduction  of  a  now- 
common  technological  element  in  this  scenario, 
things  could  have  turned  out  very  different ...  to  the 
point  of  endangering  the  life  of  the  officer,  the  driver, 
or  both. 

An  online  computer  network  which  directly 
links  the  Rochester  Police  Department  and 
Communications  Department  with  two  criminal 
investigation  services  has  finally  been  installed  and 
is  in  full  use  in  the  town.  The  computer  is  linked  via 
a  telephone/modem  device  to  the  National  Crime 
Information  Center  (NCIC)  and  the  Law 
Enforcement  Agencies  Processing  System  (LEAPS), 
allowing  the  officers  and /or  dispatchers  to  access 
immediate  and  updated  information  on  a  person's 
background,  motor  vehicle  history,  and  any 
outstanding  criminal  offenses. 

The  purchase  and  installation  of  the  NCIC 
computer  system  —  as  it  is  commonly  called  —  was 
approved  some  two  years  ago  by  Rochester  Town 
Meeting  voters.  But  it  wasn't  until  last  week  that  the 
system  was  temporarily  placed  in  the  under- 
renovation  Communications  Center  where  it  can  be 
put  to  full  use.  Officers  Bill  Protami  and  James 
Wassmouth  have  taken  on  the  task  of  training  all 
eleven  civilian  dispatchers  currently  employed  by 
the  town  in  the  proper  use  of  the  police-controlled 
informational  network. 

"Right  now  we're  in  the  process  of  training 
all  the  dispatchers  in  the  correct  use  of  the  (system)," 
Officer  Wassmouth  said.  "Although  they'll  be  using 
the  computer,  it  still  falls  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Police  Department." 

The  network  is  able  to  feed  important 
information  to  the  police  department  on  the  local, 


state  and  federal  level.  The  NCIC  system  provides 
any  pertinent  information  which  would  be  available 
via  a  person's  local  police  department  or  as  part  of 
their  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  records.  The  LEAPS 
system  is  controlled  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  (FBI),  and  provides  information  on 
outstanding  warrants  and  federal  crimes. 

The  NCIC  computer  was  initially  installed  in 
the  Rochester  Police  Department  trailer  back  in  June 
of  1994,  but  Officer  Wassmouth  noted  that  it  wasn't 
of  much  use  there  since  the  dispatchers  who  remain 
in  contact  with  the  officers  on  duty  remain  housed  in 
the  Communications  Department.  In  order  to  use  the 
system  to  its  full  capacity,  both  Officer  Wassmouth 
and  Officer  Bill  Protami  requested  permission  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  move  the  computer  into 
the  Communications  Center  and  begin  "hands  on" 
training  of  the  town  dispatchers. 

With  the  Selectmen's  blessing  and  the 
approval  of  the  state  NCIC  representative,  the  move 
was  made  last  week  and  dispatcher  training  has 
been  ongoing  since. 

"It's  really  a  matter  of  safety  for  (our  police 
officers),"  Officer  Wassmouth  said  in  requesting  that 
the  computer  be  moved.  "We  recently  apprehended 
a  person  who  was  a  suspect  in  a  domestic  shooting. 
Had  we  been  able  to  use  the  NCIC  system,  we 
would  have  been  better  prepared  to  handle  the 
situation." 

Although  Rochester  was  previously  able  to 
rent  the  use  of  Wareham's  NCIC  computer  system 
and  share  information  on  the  same  radio  frequency, 
Officer  Wassmouth  noted  that  during  the  summer

The  computer  in  now  temporarily  located  in 
the  town's  combination  Fire /Communications 
Department.  Officer  Wassmouth  said  that  when  the 
renovations  to  the  Communications  Center  are 
complete,  the  NCIC  system  will  again  be  moved  to 
the  new  dispatcher's  desk,  cordoned  off  behind  a 
wall  and  plexiglass  window  where  it  can  only  be 
viewed  by  official  personnel.

ment.  "The  tanker's  rear  end  is  in  rough  shape,"  he 
said.  "I'm  not  even  sure  if  it's  worth  fixing  the  pump 
at  all." 

Selectman  Mahoney  suggested  that  Town 
Mechanic  John  Bowman  look  at  the  pumper  and 
report  back  to  them  with  related  costs.  He  also  asked 
Chief  Scott  to  look  into  both  repair  and  replacement 
costs. 

"We  had  some  specs  prepared  two  years  ago 
when  the  pumper  first  needed  work,"  Chief  Scott 
said.  "The  estimate  for  a  four-wheel  drive,  off-road 
pumper/tanker  is  about  $150,000." 

With  the  department  currently  looking  to 
replace  its  Rescue  Truck,  Chief  Scott  said  this  would 
place  an  additional  burden  on  their  budget  for  fiscal 
1996.  "Hopefully  we  can  come  up  with  the  money  to 
purchase  a  new  Rescue  Truck  within  a  year,  "he  said. 
"But  we'll  be  faced  with  another  problem  if  (either 
truck)  is  a  foot  or  two  longer.  Right  now,  we  can 
barely  close  stall  door  at  the  station." 

Chief  Scott  suggested  they  may  have  to  look 
into  potential  expansion  options  at  the  Fire  Station  if 
this  comes  to  pass.  Again,  the  Selectmen  suggested 
he  prepare  an  outline  of  what  needs  to  be  done  and/ 
or  purchased  for  the  department,  and  put  everything 
in  order  of  priority. 

At  8:10  pm,  the  board  met  with  the  Finance 
Committee,  Town  Accountant,  and  Town  Moderator 
to  review  the  articles  for  the  upcoming  Special  Town 
Meeting  warrant.  Upon  completion  of  this  task,  they 
would  adjourn  for  the  evening.

February  6, 1995 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  February 
6  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  David  L.  Hughes.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes, 
Selectman  Michael  Murphy,  and  Administrative 
Secretary  Shirley  A.  Ferreira. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  January 
30  meeting,  with  some  minor  corrections  from 
Selectman  Murphy  and  Selectman  Hawkes, 
Chairman  Hughes  opened  a  Pole  Hearing  upon  the 
request  of  Com /Electric  and  New  England 
Telephone  for  a  joint  pole  installation  on  Alley  Road. 
As  there  were  no  abutters  present  to  object  to  the 
pole  location,  the  request  was  approved  via 
unanimous  vote. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the 
week,  the  board  received  an  update  on  local 
municipal  aid  from  the  Massachusetts  Municipal 
Association  (MMA).  The  update  urged  local  officials 
to  contact  their  legislators  to  request  an  "Early 
Resolution  on  Local  Aid"  in  response  to  Governor 
Weld's  filing  of  the  new  state  budget.

Neither 
have  received  a  response  in  two  weeks. 

Ms.  Coutu  noted  that  she  is  still  holding 
hours  for  Ward  Benner,  material  bills  from  Olde 
Rochester  Construction  for  windows,  Edwin  L. 
Morse  for  lumber,  and  Ron  Beaulieu  for  the  heating 
system.  "Duffy  had  them  for  at  least  a  month  before 
submitting  to  my  office  and  I  have  been  holding 
them  for  two  weeks  waiting  for  the  information  on 
the  results  of  the  two  bids,"  Ms.  Coutu  wrote.

The  board  seemed  to  be  in  agreement  with 
this,  although  Selectman  Hawkes  felt  that  sending 
another  letter  wouldn't  resolve  anything.  "Sending 
(Chief  Clapp)  letters  in  the  past  hasn't  helped,"  she 
said.  "What's  the  next  step?  Are  we  going  to  do  his 
job  for  him?" 

Chairman  Hughes  agreed  that  immediate 
action  needed  to  be  taken.  "The  situation  now  is 
totally  out  of  hand,"  he  said.  "Nothing  seems  to  be 
getting  done.  We  allow  him  20  hours  a  week  ...  and 
things  still  aren't  getting  done.  The  Communications 
Center  is  at  a  standstill ...  and  we're  at  the  point  now 
where  people  have  done  work  and  haven't  been 
paid  for  it." 

The  board  unanimously  agreed  to  send  a 
letter/memo  to  Chief  Clapp  and  ask  that  he  settle  all 
of  these  outstanding  matters  by  next  Monday 
(February  13). 

"I  think  we've  got  to  tell  (Chief  Clapp)  that  if 
the  job  is  too  much  for  him,  he  should  let  us  know 
and  we'll  find  someone  else  to  do  the  job," 
Chairman  Hughes  said.  "I  think  we  need  to  get  this 
matter  resolved  once  and  for  all." 

The  board  next  signed  and  unanimously
